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WASHINGTON (UPI) — The House Judiciary Committee, 
in the draft version of 
its final report on impeachment, 
said Wednesday Richard M. Nixon had engaged “in a course 
of conduct which involved deliberate, repeated and con­ 
tinued deception of the American people,” for more than two 
years. The resigned president had violated federal laws in 
attempting to obstruct the investigation of the Watergate 
burglary, the report said.

After being in school for

weeks, things looked 
good for Joey He seemed to 
like 
kind ergarten. 
H is

But the third Monday, it 
was as if it were the first day 
all over again. Joey burst 
into tears, saying that he 
wanted to stay home with 
Mommie. 
As most child development 
specialists will tell you, this 
happens to many children. 
Most theorists see it as a 
period of letdown after the 
initial excitement of school 
has worn off. 
“ During the first four or 
five weeks of school, almost 
all children show signs of 
strain,” says Dr. Laura L. 
Dittman, professor at 
the 


Institute for Child Study at 
the University of Maryland. 
It is understandable, she 
says, and there is no cause 
for alarm . “ Fo r months he’s 
dreamed of school. He m ay 
have been afraid of what 
would happen, especially if 
he has heard older children 
tell of the awful things that 
go on." 
“ Sometimes it is a sign of 
illness,” but not often, says 
Dr. Jam es L. Hymes Jr ., 
California 
early childhood 
consultant. The child m ay 
simply have had enough of 
school 
for 
a 
while. 
“ He 
wants to be your “ baby” 
again.” 
Be prepared for any of a 
num ber of tip-off signs: 
biting nails, loss of appetite, 
greater irritability and more 
crying 
than 
usual, 
to 
a 
reversion to bedwetting or 
thumbsucking. 
Hymes says that, “ A word 
of encouragement, patience, 
and talking things over may 
help. 
Accompanying the child to 
school and staying with him 
in class a while again m ay 


also help him get over his 
uneasy fealings. 
Being accepting, though 
not necessarily encouraging, 
is a good attitude to take 
during a period of reversion, 
say the specialists.
